Swann was among the ASC’s leaders 
with a .439 average, and Pat Brown was 
second among stolen-base leaders with 14 
in 16 attempts.

Who has had the greatest 
impact on your life? 

For many L.U. students and alumni, the answer would be 
John O’Sullivan, Jr., a Longview physical therapist who quietly 
changed the lives of all around him. 

John O’Sullivan, Jr. passed away at age 45 after a lengthy 
battle with cancer. The powerful testimony of his life still 
resonates on campus and will have an eternal impact. 

Engineering professor Dr. Bill Thrasher taught a college 
Sunday School class with John. “John had a real love for the 
Lord. It was his passion to be like Christ. Even during his illness, 
his focus was always on others. The students could feel his 
genuine love for them,” said Thrasher. 



The John 0 ’ Sullivan Family 

Alumnus Steve Rundus (ME, ’96) was one of the students 
whose life was deeply affected by John, and John’s wife, Mary. 
“They freely gave of what the Lord had blessed them with 
financially, but more importantly, through their time. They will 
never know how important opening their home was to us,” said 
Rundus. 

John O’Sullivan passed away in 1998, but his life 
continues through the legacy he left our students. 

Rundus characterizes that legacy this way, “John’s life was 
an example of how there should be no separation between your 


spiritual life and professional 
life. He was not a physical 
therapist who happened to be a 
Christian; he was a Christian 
who happened to be a physical 
therapist.” 

Another alumnus, Megan 
Ettinger (EN,’97), shared, “My 
husband, Joshua (EE, ’96) and I 
want to continue the legacy of 
hospitality modeled by the 
O’Sullivans with our home 
being used for Christ.” 



John O’ Sullivan, 1953-1998 


John and Mary O’Sullivan were married for 15 years. Mary still 
lives in Longview with their two daughters, Haley and Ashley. Mary 
described her husband using one of his favorite scriptures, All things 
work together for good for those who love God and are called 
according to His purpose— (Romans 8:28). “John’s Christ-like 
attitude was his message. He was always others-focused, always 
positive, no matter what the circumstances. His heart was building 
relationships. He loved the students and they knew it,” said Mary. 


John’s family has established a memorial scholarship in his 
name. Mary remembers how the scholarship idea was formed, “I 
knew John would not want a lot of flowers and plants that would not 
last. A friend suggested that because of John’s love for LeTourneau 
students, I should consider starting a scholarship in his memory. I 
knew it was a perfect idea. You can do more to honor the memory of 
someone by doing something to help others than to send flowers or 
plants.” 


Mary expresses why she believes in LeTourneau, “I believe in 
the Christian atmosphere the university provides. Students who have 
not yet met the Lord are surrounded by caring professors, committed 
students, and a warm environment that can be a vehicle for them to 
know the Lord. Christian students can deepen their faith and not 
only grow spiritually but also grow as leaders in their chosen 
profession. If a scholarship can be a fruit of growth for a student, 
that is an eternal gift.”
